LEIGH HUNT'S FRIEWPSHIT 
WITH KEATS. 



la bis "Liie of Keats," Sir Sidney 
rjotvln relates that In the spring oi 
3X16 Cowden Clarke made known to 
Iveigh Hunt '"first some of Keats' ef- 
forts in poetry and then Keats him- 
pelt." 

'"Here is his story of what happen* 
Bd. 

" 'I took with me two or tarée of 
the poems I had received from Keats. 
9 could not bot anticipate that Hunt 
jwould apeak encouragingly, and Indeed 
approvingly, of the compositions —

bad read twenty lines of the first 
poem.

young poet's life, and one which will 
never fade with me while memory 
lasts. The character and expression 
of Keats' features would arrest even 
the casual assis — - n m tfce street ; 
and now they were wrought to a tone 
of animation that I could not but 
watch with Interest, knowing what 
aas la store for him from the bland 
encouragement, and Spartan deferen- 
ce in attention, with fascinating con- 
versational eloquence, that he was to 
encounter and receive. As we ap- 
proached the Heath, there waa the 
rising and accelerated step, with the 
gradual subsidence of ail talk. The 
interview, which stretched Into thiee 
"morning calls," was the prelude to 
many afterseenes and aauntertafa 
about Caen Wood and its neighbor- 
hood; for Keats was suddenly made 
a familiar of the household and was 
always welcomed.' In connection with 
tills, take Hunt's own account of the 
matter, as given about ten years after 
the event in his volume, lord Byron 
and His Contemporaries': 

" To Mr. Clarke I was Indebted for 
my acquaintance with htm. I shall 
never forget the impression made 
upon me by the exuberant spécimens 
of genuine though young poetry that

South Eastern Saskatchewan con- 
tains a large number of coal mines. 
The coal secured is, of course', only 
lignite, but this is so near the surface 
that in many cases it is only neces- 
sary to scratch the soil to get your 
winter's supply of coal. The hills of 
the Roche Perces valley are tunnelled 
sa H by huge badgers. The farmer, 
in search of coal, backs his waggon 
against one of the black openings and 
in a short time bis supply is carried 
to him up the sloping shaft. All this 
is comparatively primitive, but there 
are a few mines of a more imposing 
aspect, such as the Taylorton, the 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, and the 
Bienfait mines. The mat name, by the 
way, is invariably pronounced "bean 
fate." No embryo French U ever heard 
in part of the Dominion. 

The valley of Roche Percee has 
been named from some interesting 
sandstone formations which aro near 
own of that name. These are 
carved by nature into huge arches, on 
the soft stems of which travellers 
from all over the world have left 
their names. Some petrified fish, re 
lies of the glacial age, have also been 
dug up near the little town. One of 
these is a atone shark about twelve 
feet In length, whose head had bean 
cut off snd is now lying beside It. 
About six miles from Roche Percée is 
a rock known as ths "Moccasin." It 
is a huge piece of black elate, about 
fifteen feet lone sad searing a strong 
resemblance to a human foot. This is 
supported on a sandstone base, which 
being softer has been much worn by 
time. Ths day of the valley is being 
used for the construction of bricks 
and it is hoped that a pottery factory 
will soon be established. The hills are 
decidedly pictuiesque, as they hare 
been strongly hacked during the gla- 
cial period. The different stata are 
clearly exposed and in many cases the 
clay has been burnt a deep red by 
forest fires which took place long 
ago. 

The Taylorton and the Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan Mines are placed 
midway, between the towns of Bien- 
fait and Roche Percee. The Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan mines havs been 
constructed after the English system, 
that is to say, the shaft runs perpen- 
dicularly into the earth. The coal 
here is about ninety feet under the 
earth. You enter the mine by means 
of this perpendicular shaft, shooting 
down with remarkable rapidity. The 
cars of coal are carried up by the 
same device, which is so constructed 
that when the full car is being emp- 
tied at the tipple, nine, y feet above 
ground, the empty car is being filled 
by the miners, ninety feet below the 
ground. The full car Is weighed at the 
tipple, then emptied and IU burden of 
coal moves slowly down a slide to ths 
freight car, standing on the track. 
On cither side of the slide, workers 
are pieced to pick out chance pieces of 
clay as the coal slips past. 

Underground, the walls and sides of 
the passages have been strengthened 
by beama, although "cave-ins" still oc- 
cur. The coal is carried to the shstt 
from the distant tunnels by horses 
which are stabled underground. Air 
is sent into the mine by a fores 
pump. 

The Taylorton Mines are the oldest 
In the district and are constructed 
after a Canadian plan. The shaft is 
sloping and the cars are sent down or 
brought up by tinge cables. They 
mount a raised gangway and automa- 
tically switch themselves off the track 
and empty, before starting, unaided, on 
the return trip. In the Taylortown 
Mines, homes do not carry the coal 
to the shaft but the work is done by 
electric trolleys. Those unfamiliar to 
the mines are consequently kept on 
the lookout for the live wires over- 
Si, as the tunnels are none too high 
in places. Hare, too, there is a dif- 
ferent process for circulating the sir. 
A huge firs is kept burning night and 
day and starts currents which circu- 
late the air through the mine. To keep 
the air only wherelt is needed, doors 
are fixed before the different unused 
shafts, and boys are stationed to open 
the doors as the coal cars are heard 
coming up. These can be heard roar- 
ing their way through the darkness, 
a great distance off. 

The method of blasting the coal is 
also of great interest. A rectangular 
opening is made on the floor of the 
tunnel, its full with, and about a half 
inch in height.

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Some time ago, a student was heard 
to remark that he saw nothing of any 
lioint, nothing laughable or humour- 
ous in the sketches of Captain Bruce 
Bairnsfather. That remark did not 
arise as might be supposed, from the 
lack of a sence of humour on the 
part of the student, for indeed he bas 
an undeniablo reputation for a witty 
trend of mind and as a raconteur of 
humorous anecdotes, he is well ac- 
complished. 

On the other hand, Bairnsfather's 
cartoons achieved great popularity In 
England and among the British troops, 
imperial and overseas. '"Ole Bill" with 
his inseparable comrades, Bert and 
AU, became to some extent national 
figures, amusing and lovable to «11. If 
there ever was a well-thumbed page, 
lt was the one that appeared weekly 
in "The Bystander" depicting the es- 
capades of the trio. 

Taking this into consideration, there 
is a vast discrepancy to be remarked 
between the criticism of the student 
and the approval with which Bairns- 
father's work was met, overseas. As 
wo have said, the student cannot be 
impeached of lacking a sense of hu- 
mour has a more subtle and deeper 
that the English people are lacking 
in that respect. Indeed, one who has 
studied the humour of the people on 
both sides of the ocean, is apt to con- 
clude that the English sense of hu- 
mour is aa fully developed as ours 
and perhaps more so, for English hu- 
mour has a more subtile and deeper 
trend than our, which in the Ameri- 
can style, has a tendency to be based 
on burlesque and exaggeration. 

But one cannot say that Bairns- 
father's cartoons contain any deep 
meaning, nor are they at all subtle. 
They arc light to a degree and what- 
ever meaning they possess, is obvious 
•to all, except perhaps in the case of 
a few which hinge on things peculiar 
to any life and the intricacies of 
army slang. 

A review of the artist-soldier's 
work might offer au explanation. 
The sketches commenced their ap- 
pearance in "Tho Bystander" during 
4he first winter of the war. This was 
a trying period in which the great 
mass of the English people were 
realizing the true nature of the strug- 
gle that confronted them, a struggle 
in which it often must have seemed 
almost impossible to succeed. Then 
came a time when the energies of 
the nation were being devoted in their 
entirety to winning, a time of dark- 
ness in which more than once, they 
saw defeat staring them in the face. 
The men of England went to war in 
the ranks of the citizon-army and 
there fought unflinchingly against ter- 
rible odds in numbers, efficiency, ex- 
perience and munitions. Those were 
dark days indeed, filled with sacrifice 
and tragedy. But through it all the 
people found time and spirit to laugh 
at Bairnsfather's caricatures which 
grew to the height of popularity in 
the second and third years of the war 
when the British smiles were almost 
fully in the field, suffering heart- 
breaking defeats and winning victo- 
ries which were turned into defeats 
by tho pitiable numbers oi casualties. 

Now that the war is won and finish- 
ed, liai Hiatal her's efforis probably 
will suffer a decline in popularity. 
Therein lies the explanation. Bairns- 
father's work is a product of the war 
and can be classed simply as war- 
time humour. One cannot say that it 
is witty, scintillating or subtle. It 
is based on tragedy and its merit lies 
not in displaying that tragedy but in 
partly concealing lt and softening the 
pain of it under a veil of laughter. 

It may truly be said that the little 
real humour expressed in any of the 

drawings is of a forced nature. How- 
paMMqgRaMVinflMffln6P'GhdB**4nv 
ever, the jokes in Bairnsfather'B sket- 
ches arise not from circumstances but 
in pite of circumstances. In so doing 
they exemplify the spirit which won 
the war. Nations or individuals are 
unconquered as long as they can look 
adversity in the face and smile. The 
smile may be forced but smiles 
usually are, when the heart is near 
the breaking point. 

The humour In itself is nothing ; 
it, can only be appreciated by sensing 
the tragedy that lies underneath. -It 
represents in a way the laughter that 
forces back tears, the gong that gives 
the lie to pain and fatigue, the jest 
that is uttered when one's knees are 
weak with fear. 

One well-known sketch depicts a 
tired and "fed-up"' soldier sitting by 
a wall which recently has been pene- 
trated by a shell. He la a tragedy In 
himself. He represents a shattered 
career, a pawn of fate taken from the 
comparative comforts of civilian life 
and now buffeted by more blows of 
circumstance' than he ever thought 
could be endured. Even a more tragic 
figure is presented in the other cha- 
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acter, a young recruits just out from 
England, keen ard rull of curiosity, 
but soon to bo rudely disillusioned as 
regards the glories of war. But 
Bairnsfather's pencil has thrust the 
tragedy into the background leaving 
Just enough for us to feel sub-con- 
sciously, to that by contrast we can 
appreciate the repartee. "What made 
that hole?" the young chap asks, 
pointing to tho break In the wall. Tho 
old-ttiner Is disgusted with tho war 
and disheartened but not enough to 
prevent 'him from "carrying on" to 
his utmost, nor is be willing to admit 
his defeat in the game. He cuttingly 
answers, "mice!" • 
The humour can oc rully appreciat- 
ed only by a sympathetic understand- 
ing of the circumstances. The relative 
proximity of England to the battle- 
fronts gave the people a chance.' to 
see their soldiers while fresh from 
France, to learn the true conditions 
under , which they lived and to study 
their psychology. Moreover, the in- 
tense popularity achieved by the sket- 
ches In England can be accounted for 
in part by the fact that they were 
animated by the spirit which found' its 
counter-part in the immense war ef- 
forts of tho people during those trying 
times when evory cuergy ws< mobiliz- 
ed for the «ne end. Bairnsfather's 
sketches represent what may be called 
the "emergency humour" of England, 
which treats tragedy as comedy and 
In so doing turns a nation's, defeats 
into final victory.

HISTORICAL 
SOCIETY HEAR 
GOOD PAPERS 

(Continued from last issue)) 
By unnecessarily increasing tho 
crews on both American and foreign 
ships clearing from or entering our 
ports, the measure is detrimental to 
trade: for where American ships will 
be in competition with foreign ships 
for international business, other than 
that exported, or Imported to, our 
shores, the foreign resell can operate 
more cheaply with a smaller crew. 
The Japanese were enthused over this 
bill, for they were convinced that the 
Pacific trade would roon be theirs. 
Nor was their enthusiasm seen to be 
absurd for shortly after the Bill was 
signed the Pacific Mail Steamship Co. 
sold 5 of Its largest boats, perceiving 
that it could not compete with foreign 
lines in western oceans. That these 
boats were not lost to the United 
SUtes was due to the war, for vessels 
of their calibre were very useful for 
wartime trading on the Atlantic coast 
and were purchased by the American 
Transport Co., of Virginia. The Paci- 
fic Is now practically denuded of an 
American Merchant Marine. 

Since the world war began the Ame- 
rican public has been slowly awake- 
ning to the realization that a mer- 
chant marine is a vital essential to 
its welfare. The enthusiasm of this 
realisation is being manifested in 
plans which promise shortly to re- 
store to the seas a Merchant Marine of 
the size and character that once made 
American shipping the pride of the 
new World and the wonder to the old. 

A BUI favouring government owner- 
ship and operation of merchant vessels 
in our foreign trade was introduced 
in Congress. This Bill was proposed 
early In 1915, that it was not popular 
is evidenced by the fact that it failed 
or carriage in its original form and 
that in its revised form it was not 
passed until 1916. Although many 
reasonable objections were advanced, 
among which were (1) that in 10 
years or so, the country would require 
from six to ten million tons of ship- 
ping, beside, which the 600,000 tons to 
be provided by the board would amount 
to little; (2) that the Board while 
operating its own vessels would also 
be regulating the rates of Its compet- 
itors, which would be a curious situa- 
tion. That private concerns could not 
compete with a competitor willing to 
incur indefinite loss because the tax- 
payers of the country pays the losses; 
(3) That it was doubtful if 600,000 
tons could be secured from ship-yards 
already overburdened with war orders. 



The Bill however was passed In the 
Senate by a vote of 38 to 21. 

Shortly before United States declar- 
ed war on . Gormany tho Shipping 
Board was engaged upon a plan to 
construct wooden cargo vessels to 
take the place of such steel freighters 
as would be assigned to collier du- 
ties in the event of difficulties. It was 
estimated by General Benson in 1915, 
that 400 merchant ships of 1,172,000 
gross tonnage would be required for 
war service, not to mention 320 small 
boats for mine sweeping. For this 
only, 700,000 gross tonnage was avail- 
able, both collier and merchant ser- 
vices stood in dire need of attention. 
In the middle of April, General 
Goethals, of Panama canal fame, of 
German extraction, was appointed by 
the Board to take charge of the build- 
ing of 1000 wooden ships. The 
Board being then left free to lay 
plans for the construction of stool 
freighters for the future. 

No one would contend that wooden 
ships are preferable to those of steel, 
but lt was figured that they could 
be built more rapidly. 

The Current Opinion for June, 1917, 
says the following: 

General Goethals and bis associates 
ou the shipping board are convinced, 
we learn, that by building ships of 
only two or three thousand tons and 
forcing Germany to pay with a torpedo 
for each one sent ro the bottom, not 
to mention the torpedoes that miss 
fire and sink, the United States can 
rapidly exhaust the resources of the 
submarine fleet. 150,000 men arc re- 
quired to carry out this shipbuilding 
program, nearly 10 times the number 
hitherto employed in such work. The. 
labour problem however was a dif- 
ficult one, there were not more than 
25,000 ship mechanics and 100,000 
were needed. Stec! was also scarce. 
Nevertheless the general at once sui- 
veyed the field before him and an- 
nounced that the wooden ships propo- 
sition was "simply hopeless." First 
of all there was not enough dry lum- 
ber to be had and that green lumber- 
ed vessels, heavily englned, (a3 would 
be necessary") would become junk in 
no time. He contracted therefore for 
3 million tonB of steel; by some ex- 
pedient management to procure it. The 
ships made from this would be finish- 
ed in 18 months. 

Meanwhile the Allies were crying 
for food cargoes and if United States 
had had a merchant marine at hand 
what material assistance she could 
have offered. Tho United States and the 
Allies had to take what comfort they 
could out of such conditions. The 
possibility of a fleet of merchantmen 
within one an a halt years' time. 

It might ibe well at this point to.give 
the substance'of what William Harris 
Douglas says in 'The Nation's Busi- 
ness." He informs us of tho following 
to be "Some Cold Facts About That 
Reported Shipping Boom." It seems 
to me, he says, that we have been 
flattering ourselves prematurely with 



the enormous expansion of our ship T 
yards and tho amount of tonnage un- 
der construction for a greater Ameri- 
can Merchant Marine. The true situ- 
ation is, that we are now only carrying 
four or five per cent, increase of 
American exports in our own ships, 
beyond what we were handling before 
the war. and that the net Increase in 
our deep-sea tonnage in new ships 
since June, .1915. has amounted to only 
about 100,000 tons. 

Nearly one-third of the new ships 
under construction and contract for 
foreign trade in American yards is for 
alien account. For example, Great 
Britain. Bince Germany has launched 
her programme or unrestricted frlght- 
fuluess, placed nearly $100,000,000 in 
contracts with American ship (builders. 
Steamship constructors familiar with 
British plans say that these contracts 
for more than 400,000 tons of steel 
freight carriers are merely forerun- 
ners of a tremendous foreign ship con- 
struction programme which England 
will caTry on in the United SUtes. 
This speaks well for for United States 
shipbuilding capacity but ill for the 
future Merchant Marine. 

Tho United SUtes fleet registered 
for foreign commerce shows a small 
gain of about 300,000 tons. The greater, 
number of ships to be turned out in 
the next year are for largo corpora- 
tions and will net be available for 
general mercantile requirements. Be- 
fore the war the United States stood 
oighth or ninth in the list of maritime 
powers, having somewhat over one 
million tons engaged in foreign trade 
against England's twenty million tons 
and Japan's 1,700,000 tons, and since 
then Japan has almost doubled hers. 
William Douglas said that the United 
States would probably be In about the 
same position after the war. The 
United States does between one-fourth 
and one-fifth of the entire world's 
tonnage trade, to handle fifty to sixty 
per cent, of It they should at least 
have not less than fifteen million torn 
of shipping. Such facts should make 
the United States reflect and aim to 
change such a situation. Ocean 
freight rates go on soaring, and cases 
are known where the hire of a steamer 
for sixty days was more than the total 
value of the vessel under normal con- 
ditions. Vessels for long voyage 
business are receiving eight and ten 
times their ordinary rate, Argentine 
rates ranging from $6.40 for 8th class 
freight rates to $15.00 for 1st clas« 
freight rates. The rates to Europe 
show even a greater increase, although 
rates from Europe are lower, conse- 
quently other nations are not paying 
rates as high as the United States ar« 
paying. 

The orders placed by England with' 
American shipbuilders are interpreted" 
as meaning not only a provision to 
cope with the U-boat menace, but a 
post-bellum stroke to take care of hei 
own commerce and help" cut that of 
her allies after peace has been de-' 
clared. As yet, the United States mer-, 
chant marine is of small account lri 
comparison to the amount of her tradi 
and Is a question which will call forth 
the keenest shrewdness of American 
statesmen.

A second chamber based on a longer

And then he went on in a dilation on 
the dumbness of nature' during the 
season's suspension and torpldlty.The 
affectionate enthusiasm of the youn- 
ger and the older man (hlmscjf, belt 
remembered, little oyer thirty) for one 
another's company and verses some- 
times took forms which to the mind 
ot the younger and wiser of the two 
men soon came to seem ridiculous. 
One day in early spring (1817) the 
whim seized them. . to crown them- 
selves 'after the manner of the elder 
bards.' . Keats crowned Hunt with a 
wreath of laurel, and each while sit- 
ting so adorned wrote a pair of son- 
nets expressive of his feelings. While 
they were in the act ol composition, 
it seems, three lady callers came tn

Hunt took off his wreath and sug- 
gested that Keats should do the same; 
he, however, 'in his enthusiastic way, 
declared he would not take off his 
crown for any human being,' and ac- 
cordingly wore it as long as the visit 
lasted."
